The  undersigned.  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence, 
recommends  (liat,  in  conformity  with  the  authority 
contained  in  Section  58,  31  Viet.,  cap.  40,  associations 
for  the  purpose  of  Drill  ho  organized  in  the  Educa- 
tional Institutions  hereinafter  described,  and  tliat  the 
following  Regulations  he  sanctioned  in  regard  thereto: 

Owing  to  the  limited  means  available,  the  organiza- 
tion of  such  companies  will  beconlined,  until  further 
orders,  to  Universities,  Colleges,  .Vormal  and  High 
Schools. 

The  total  number  of  companies  to  he  so  organized 
is  not  at  present  to  exceed  74,  of  wliicli  there  may  he 
in  Ontario,  34;  Quebec,  24;  in  the  Maritime  Provin- 
ces, 13;  in  Manitoba,  2 ; and  in  Briti.sh  Columbia,  1. 

Rifles  and  accoutrements  will  nut  be  furnished  to 
any  University,  College,  or  School  in  which  tlie  Com- 
pany will  consist  of  less  than  forty  of  the  regularly 
enrolled  students  attending  thereat. 

The  rifles  will  be  breech-loading,  of  the  Snider- 
Enficld,  or  other  approved  pattern,  with  bayonet  and 
scabbard  complete. 

The  accoutrements  will  consist  of  a waist  belt,  with 
hall  hag  and  Lajmnct  frog. 

Suitable  hooks,  to  be  used  for  military  instructional 
inivposes  by  the  companj',  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Department  of  Militia,  free  of  charge. 

The  services  of  a Drill  Instructor  will  be  supplied 
and  paid  for  by  Government  during  one  month  in 
each  year,  or  such  further  time  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable  by  the  Departmeni,  to  assist  in  the  instruc- 
tion of  each  eompanj^;  such  month  may  be  divided
